“Before the Sun Goes Down” 


Sunset is at hand for many of God’s 
children — their years and days are almost 
numbered. But their sun has not yet set. 
The report for 1936 of the Canadian Pres- 
byterian Mission in Manchuria gives a won- 
derfully beautiful incident. “About three 
years ago, while still with us in Man- 
churia, Mrs. Goforth read to us a little 
incident of a father and his sons reaping 
a field of ripened grain. The sun was sink- 
ing in the west. The time was short. 
Again and again the father’s voice rang 


out — ‘One more sheaf before the sun goes 
down!’ Sheaf after sheaf was gathered 
in. The last moments of the day were 
filled with ardent labor—the sun went 
down. What a fitting picture of the clos- 
ing years of dear Dr. Goforth’s ministry 
on the Great Harvest Field. Year after 
year, sheaf after sheaf—even though to 
him the darkness had already come in the 
form of blindness, his spiritual vision for 
the work never dimmed, his energy for the 
great work never flagged an instant, while 
the light of life lasted. This year, for him, 
the founder and leader of our Mission in 
Manchuria, the sun went down. In a very 
real sense 1936 is the last year sheaf of 
Dr. Goforth’s ministry in Manchuria.” Of 
this beloved missionary Pastor Liu said, 
“He preached the Gospel with the enthu- 
siasm of a reaper garnering ripened grain.” 
God does not want enthusiasm to wane 
and die out in old age. Why should it? 
The very word “enthusiasm” means “God 
within”; to the ancient Greeks it meant 
the inspiration of a god, but to God’s chil- 
dren it means the indwelling Christ and 
the Holy Spirit. God’s zeal and interest 
and purpose never flag or grow less. Be- 
cause he dwells in all believers, he will 
enable all who will to gather in “one more 
sheaf before the sun goes down.” 
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The Joy of Answered Prayer 

God answers many of our prayers when 
we do not realize that they are being an- 
swered. But from time to time there come 
answers that are so definite, so unmistak- 
able, and so unexplainable in any way 
except that God has heard and answered, 
that our hearts are filled to cverflowing. 
Mrs. Homera Homer-Dixon, a missionary 
in Tonkin, Indochina, whose messages in 
these columns have brought blessing to 
many and for whom readers of the Times 
are praying, writes in a letter to the Edi- 
tor: “Surely those prayers do work won- 
ders —no, I mean God works wonders in 
answer to those prayers! Here is just one 
such instance. One December I (very 
sadly) felt obliged to give up the dirty, 
unsanitary little house I had rented as 
dormitory for the Hanoi Bible School. And 
then at the end of January came a letter 
from a lady I had never met, enclosing a 
thousand piasters— more than enough to 
build a very fine little house for the School! 
It would be impossible to say how keen is 
the joy, shared alike by all the dear native 
Christians: I think the thanksgiving going 
up from Hanoi these days is like an-im- 
mense cloud of incense offered to God, in 
which cloud he who inhabiteth the praises 
of Israel is pleased to manifest himself.” 
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Agassiz's Exposure of Darwinism 


HE head of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Atheism, 
Charles Smith, was an Arkansas 
Methodist who studied evolutionary theory 
at Harvard and became, as a consequence, 
a militant atheist. His case is not singu- 
lar. But if he studied evolutionism at Har- 
vard he must have studied it in the Agassiz 
Museum of Comparative Anatomy, and the 
interesting thing about the great scientist 
from whom this museum takes its name is 
that he was an uncompromising opponent 
of evolutionism. Also that his hostility to 
this theory is at the present time finding 
its justification in the widespread revolt 
against Darwinism. Lastly, that he was 
a believer in creation as the only possible 
explanation of the infinite wonder of the 
universe, 
How unqualified was Professor Agassiz’s 
condemnation of Darwinism! “I regard 
Darwinism,” he says in his famous “Essay 


on Classification,” “as opposed to the true 


methods of natural history, as pernicious, 
and as fatal to that science. What Darwin 
offers as a theory of the origin of species 
is not the conclusion of laborious investiga- 


tion, passing from the solution of detail 
to a large general synthesis. No, it is a 
doctrine which descends from assumption 
to facts, and seeks facts to sustain an idea. 
It is doing no wrong to it to insist that 
it is not a legitimate development from 
the acquisitions of modern science.” 

Even more severe is his characterization 
of Haeckel, and this long before Haeckel 
was exposed by His and Ruetelmeyer and 
Arnold Brass for altering plates, — modi- 
fying foetuses and cutting off ape-tails in 
the interest of his theories. “When one 
falsifies facts, when one offers to the sup- 
port of a theory facts which do not follow 
one from another, when one advances as 
facts assertions contrary to all that we 
positively know, it is our duty to protest. 
Everywhere this author produces, as an 
expression of the successive developments 
of beings in time, genealogical trees which, 
far from being based on the indications of 
paleontology, are simply drawn according 
to the affinities of actual types.” 

“There is not the feeblest argument favor- 
ing mutability of species,” said Agassiz. 
“The most minute examination made on 
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animals found in Egyptian burial-places 
with living species of our time in the same 
areas indicate not a shade of difference 
after the passage of five thousand years.” 
As is well known, Agassiz made studies 
of the Florida coral. reefs. He declared 
that after 30,000 years coral shows not the 
slightest change. He believed in “creation 
by fiat of the Almighty.’ Let the earth 
bring forth the living creature after his 
kind. “For some the name of God hzs no 
place in a scientific work,” he remarks in 
another passage, “as if knowledge of sec- 
ond causes constituted the only object of 
their investigation, and as if nature could 
not reveal its author. Others, still, are 
convinced that the world has been called 
into existence and is ruled by a God of in- 
telligence, but are reluctant to say so lest 
they be supposed to share the opinions of 
sectaries and clergy.” 

Not so the great Swiss-American zoolo- 
gist. “The combination in time and space 
of all these profound conceptions,” he 
writes, “manifests not only intelligence but 
premeditation, power, wisdom, greatness, 
foreknowledge, omniscience, providence. In 
a word, all these facts and their natural 
sequence proclaim the single God whom 
man can know, adore, and love. Natural 
history becomes the study of the thoughts 
of the Creator of the universe.” 

What a pity the Arkansas Methodist could 
not have studied under Agassiz instead of 
merely in the museum named after Agassiz! 

Agassiz’s recapitulation in Thirty-two 
Theses (p. 213, De l’Espace et de la Classi- 
fication en Zoologie) of his considered con- 
clusions has something of the forthright 
flavor of Luther’s Wittenberg church-door 
theological pronouncement. . Let us trans- 
late a few of these theses, 


1. The linking up in one system of all 
that is individual in nature shows intelli- 
gence of the vastest sort, far surpassing 
the highest faculties of which man is so 
proud. 


2. The simultaneous existence of the most 
varied types in the same environment shows 
intelligence, —a capacity to adapt a great 
variety of structures to uniform conditions. 

3. The repetition of similar types in most 
diverse circumstances shows intelligence 
and proves the absolute independence of 
the Creative Spirit over the material world. 

4. The unity of plan among types, other- 
wise profoundly different, manifests intelli- 
gence. It even more insistently denotes 
premeditation, prevision. No scheme could 
include such a variety of creatures, called 
into existence at such long intervals, if it 
had not had fixed ends in view. 


5. That which we today call by the name 
of “special homologies” — that correspond- 
ence in the details of structure among ani- 
mals otherwise unrelated — shows intelli- 
gence and, more directly, the faculty of 
expressing a general proposition by an in- 
definite number of formulas, each as com- 
plete as the other, though differing in all 
details. 

6. The large distribution of certain types 
on the surface of the globe, as contrasted 
with the confinement of others in deter- 
mined regions and the variety of combina- 
tions in zoological areas of varying exten- 
sion, shows intelligence, the complete 


control of the division of the earth among 
its inhabitants.

7. The relation which exists between the 
volume, that is, number of animals, mani- 
fests intelligence, witnessing to the fact that 
in nature quantitive differences are fixed 
as well as qualitative. 


8. The unequal limitation of the average 
life of the individual in different species 
shows intelligence. In fact, however uni- 
form or diverse may be the conditions of 
animal life, the average duration of life 
varies with the species. This implies ideas 
of time and space, of the value of time, 
since the phases of animal life differ in 
measure according to the part which they 
are to play on this earth. 


9. The parallelism between the order of 
succession of plants and animals shows in- 
telligence. One perceives here an under- 
standing for sequence which watches over 
all the course of nature from beginning to 
end, and which ends in bringing forth Man, 
the crown of the animal creation. 
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10. The mutual dependence between ani- 
mals and plants for their subsistence shows 
intelligence. It indicates the care with 
which all the conditions of existence neces- 
sary for the life of organized beings have 
been balanced. 


These are but ten cf the Thirty-two 
Theses. They are enough to show where 
this scientist stood. And these solemn as- 
sertions are not mere assertion. They have 
back of them a life of the most painstaking 
study of the data of zoological science. 
Thus he speaks of examining 27,000 shells 
of the genus Neritina and not having found 
two that were identical, nor having found 
a single one which varied sufficiently to 
give occasion to believing it of another 
genus. What infinite patience! What com- 
plete competence for expressing opinion 
it implies! Could there be any better cry 
for present-day zoology than “Back to 
Agassiz!” 
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When Did 
Abraham's Father Die? 


Because Genesis 11: 32 says, “and Terah 
died in Haran,” and because I had always 
heard it said that Terah died before Abra- 
ham (or Abram) left Haran, I naturally 
took it for granted that this was so. But 
in studying this passage recently I noticed 
that Terah, being seventy when Abraham 
was born, must have been one hundred and 
forty-five when Abraham left Haran, as 
Abraham was seventy-five at that time. The 
Bible gives Terah’s age at death as two 
hundred and five years, so it must be that 
he was still living long after Abraham had 
reached the promised land, indeed until his 
grandson Isaac was quite grown up. 


Only yesterday a minister remarked in 
his sermon, “Terah had to die before Abra- 
ham could leave Haran.” As there may 
be others who still believe and teach this, 
I decided to write and ask if you would 
not set the matter straight—A California 
reader. 

The California reader has “set the matter 
straight,” having studied the Bible facts 
accurately for herself. Here they are: 


“Terah lived seventy years, and begat 
Abram” (Gen. 11: 26). 

“Abram was seventy and five years old 
when he departed out of Haran” (Gen. 
12:4). 

“And the days of Terah were two hun- 
dred and five years: and Terah died in 
Haran” (Gen, 11: 32). 

Adding seventy, Terah’s age when 
Abram was born, and seventy-five, Abram’s 
age when he left Haran, we have one hun- 
dred and forty-five as Terah’s age when 
Abram left Haran. 

But if Terah did not die until he was two 
hundred and five, he must have lived on in 
Haran for sixty years after Abram left 
there, 

It is significant that the verse immediately 
following the record of Terah’s death in 
Haran at two hundred and five tells us: 
“Now the Lord wap said unto Abram, Get 
thee out of thy country, and from thy kin- 
dred, and from thy father’s house, unto a 
land that I will shew thee.” The tense of 
the verb, “had said,” shows that this word 


had come from the Lord to Abram before 
the death of his father Terah. It was 
plainly a part of God’s testing of Abram 
that he was asked to leave his father and 
his family while they were still living. 

“And Abraham was an hundred years old, 
when his son Isaac was born unto him” 
(Gen. 21:5). As he was seventy-five when 
he left Haran, and Isaac was born twenty- 
five years later, while Terah lived for sixty 
years after Abram left him, Isaac was thir- 
ty-five years old, or “quite grown up,” 
when his grandfather Terah died. 

It is well to know our Bible facts in mat- 
ters of this sort, that we may be guarded 
against such inaccuracies and imaginative 
statements as that “Terah had to die be- 
fore Abraham could leave Haran.”

An address to the graduating classes of Houghton College, 
Houghton, New York, June 7, 1937

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the closing hours of your college course, 

it would be easy to become reminiscent, 
because my own college days at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania are so vivid to me, 
even after forty-six years from gradu- 
ation. 

Your minds and hearts are full today 
of that which you have experienced here 
at Houghton, and you are eagerly looking 
forward to the days that are to come. It 
is an exceedingly important day for you, 
and for your college, for this is one of 
the institutions that rightly claims to be a 
Christian college, and you are debtors to 
it, because of what the college has done 
-for you. Not only that, but it is doubt- 
less true also that you have done much for 
the college, and in future years Houghton 
will rejoice in your achievements as you 
go forward in your life work, under the 
good hand of God. 


Entering the School of Experience 


In our senior year at the University, 
our Class of 1891 had the great privilege 
of listening to some memorable _read- 
ings by Dr. Horace Howard Furness, one 
of our foremost Shakespéarean scholars 
on this side of the sea. Dr. Furness had 
reached an advanced age.

ready come impulses and purposes that, 
under God’s hand, should carry you far. 
It is the outspending and outgoing life 
that the world needs. The social order of 
today thrusts into great prominence those 
who have acquired wealth or political pre- 
ferment, but the world is terribly in need of 
young men and young women like your- 
selves who will not think of the life in the 
outer world as something entirely different 
from college life, but something into which 


the same solid qualifications for service will © 


enter as were found effective in college 
years. The struggle for popularity is an 
empty thing, and the ashes of that struggle 
soon drift away into disappointment and 
chagrin. : 

A Christian business man stood in my 
office not long ago, confiding to me some 
of his experiences. He had been the fore- 
most man in his line in our city. He said: 
“Well, I have lost my fortune. I spent 
a great deal of time just piling it up, 
and piling it up, but I wish today that I 
had given away far more money than I 
ever have given. I did give freely, but 
not as much as I now wish I had given.” 
In the light of his declaration I am re- 
minded of an inscription on one of the 
tombs in St. Paul’s Cathedral in London, 
reading thus: Sic Transit 


What I spent I had 
What I saved I lost 
What I gave I have 


Yes, we do have whatever we have given 
for others, and if our conception of college 
life. has been a sound one, we shall find 
that conception projected into the full and 
rich years that come after college, and just 
as truly into the lean and shadowed years 
that will gather about the path of some 
who are here this morning. 

This occasion is particularly interesting, 
because it marks the close of a college gen- 
eration in a Christian college. Christians 
the world over are not a very large group. 
The Christian college has no such promi- 
nence in the eyes of the world, and not 
often in the eyes of the church, as marks 
the far-flung influence of the state univers- 
ity, or other institutions of that type. You 
hardly need to be reminded that many a 


large university of today was founded in 
the Christian faith. It was their chief ob- 
jective to train men for the ministry, and 
the older foundations kept this in mind, 
until the gradual encroachment of secular 
interests made the college into a university 
of secularized pursuits, and the original 
foundations were largely lost sight of. We 
have had therefore the rise of the dis- 
tinctively Christian college, and the prob- 
lem that we face is this: Can a genuine 
full-rounded, technical and practical edu- 
cation, with all the necessary elements of 
culture, be better carried through in a 
Christian college of high standards than in 
one of the other type? Does our Chris- 
tian faith make any real difference in the 
vital educational processes that young men 
and young women need for their fullest 
development ? 

A noted scholar once defined for me in 
conversation what he thought was meant 
by culture. “Culture,” he said, “is the ap- 
plication of knowledge to life.” 

Still another scholar, in quite a different 
field, —the late Robert Dick Wilson, our 
foremost Semitic scholar,—said one day: 
“Mere education in itself only makes a man 
the more devilish.” It was a startling 
utterance. His meaning was obvious, for 
he held rightly that there is sterility of 
soul where the Word of God is no part of 
the educational content. He himself was 
the master of some twenty-six languages 
and perhaps forty dialects, and his linguistic 
researches, after forty years of study, only 
deepened his confidence in the Holy Scrip- 
tures. 


Applying Knowledge to Life 

If it is culture that we are seeking, and 
we are all glad to have what we can of 
that, just as a fallow field needs the culti- 
vator, then it does require a life profoundly 
surrendered to God, in order that we may 
know how to apply knowledge to life. This 
is a very difficult task. If you have in mind 
the millions who never do have any instruc- 
tion in connection with any church, it is not 
strange that even President Eliot, of Har- 
vard, pointed out the fact that the children 
thus deprived of religious training are 
densely ignorant of fundamental moralities 
and even good manners. He went on 
to declare: “No such experiment on so vast 
a scale has ever been tried since time be- 
gan, as this considerable fraction of the 
American people is now trying — namely, 
bringing up their children without any re- 
ligious instruction.” 

But Dr. Frank E. Gaebelein, of the Stony 
Brook School, in quoting Dr. Eliot, com- 
ments upon the dreadful price that has 
been paid for this condition of things, and 
further states that our schools and colleges 
are today almost completely secularized. 
“Of course,” he remarks, “there are still a 
few Christian institutions left, but, com- 
pared with the total student population 
of the land, their number is very small. 

And he quotes President Butler, of Co- 
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lumbia, as follows: “So far as tax-sup- 
ported schools are concerned, an odd situa- 
tion has been permitted to arise. The 
separation of Church and State is funda- 
mental in our American political order, but 
as far as religious instruction is concerned, 
this principle has been so far departed from 
as to put the whole force and influence of 
the tax-supported school on the side of one 
element of the population—namely, that 
which is pagan and believes in no religion 
whatever.” 

I should like to share in any reassurance 
that you may need concerning your course 
in a Christian college. Your personal de- 
velopment during your college course goes 
on, whether you will or not, all through 
these formative years, and it will make a 
tremendous difference to you in your life- 
work to have had the Word of God and 
its standards undergirding all your educa- 
tional processes, in order that your normal 
growth during the formal educational years 
should bear fruit. For just as surely as 
you live, that growth will bear fruit of 
its kind, 

Listen to Dr. J. P. McCallie, Headmas- 
ter of the McCallie School in Chattanooga, 
as he spoke to the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools on the 
subject of Character Education. He de- 
clares that “ ‘we are in an age that has sub- 
stituted relativity for reality, psychology 
for prayer, and inferiority complex for sin, 
social control for family worship, auto-sug- 
gestion for conversion, reflex action for 
revelation, astronomical intimidation for the 
fear of God, and the spirit of power for the 
power of the Spirit. Every teacher and 
parent who is in touch with modern edu- 
cation knows that these facts are unde- 
niable. Man is substituting his own ideas 
for God’s revelations.” 

But these things are not said of the truly 
Christian college, and in the faculties of 
some of the very large institutions there are 
men who stand squarely for the old faith, 
among the many who do not. I remember 
listening on one occasion to what I thought 
was a very strong address, by a Philadel- 
phia minister to a university gathering. I 
was standing at the time with a professor 
in that institution of my own college 
generation and class. I said, impulsively, 
“That’s a fine address, isn’t it?” He re- 
sponded with a slight smile, and with this 
brief comment: “I don’t believe that re- 
ligion has any place in education.” But it 
was in that same university connection that 
another man, the educational head of the 
university, a member of the same class, 
asked the students in one of his sessions to 
go with him to the windows of the class- 
room and look out upon the city. He asked 
them just before this if they would state who 
in all the world’s history had the largest 
number - of monuments. They guessed 
one leader after another, but finally as he 
asked them to look out of the windows, he 
said: “What do you see standing up over 
there?” pointing to a near-by church 
steeple. One of the boys answered, “A 
church.” “Yes,” said the teacher; “how 
many of them can you count from here?” 
Nearly a score could be counted without 
any difficulty. “Now,” said he, “each one 
of those is a monument, a monument to 
Jesus Christ. No one has had as many 
monuments as He has had, and has today. 
I simply want to say to you men, whatever 
your beliefs may be, you have got to take 
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Him into account.” Down in the private 
office of that same educational leader is 
a Bible resting upon his table. In the 
course of a call one day he said to me: 
“You notice the Bible? Well, I keep it 
there so that every one who comes in to 
interview me will have at least a momen- 
tary impression of that Book.” 

Yes, there are men in the great universi- 
ties who have not bowed the knee to Baal, 
but nevertheless general education has been 
so secularized that the old foundations are 
forgotten. At Wellesley there is a corner- 
stone in which the founder placed the fol- 
lowing statement: “This building is hum- 
bly dedicated to our heavenly Father with 
the hope and prayer that He may always 
be first in everything in this institution; 
that His Word may be faithfully taught 
here, and that He will use it as a means 
of leading precious souls to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Except the Lord build the house 
they labor in vain that build.” 

If Henry F. Durant, the founder, were 
living today, he would be grieved over the 
course of things in the sphere of edu- 
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cation that has so secularized ‘college life 
of today. 

President Hopkins, of Dartmouth, speak- 
ing in a Lenten service, in the Congrega- 
tional Church of Hanover, New Hamp- 
shire, said: “The non-sectarian liberal 
status of religion at Dartmouth has failed. 
It was an attempt to get away from the 
letter of religion and to emphasize the spirit 
of worship. The undergraduate today, 
however, is spiritually lonely. . . . There 
must be a man on the campus who, unlike 
the rest, will not be a specialist, but will 
meet the student as a whole man with a 
spiritual existence.” 

President Angell, of Yale, in his address 
to the graduating class last year, made this 
searching comment: “I share with many 
others far wiser the feeling that our world 
has today no greater need than a vigorous 
revival of true religion. ... Yet this is my 
considered conviction. You cannot really 
cure the ills of the social order without 
also healing the moral and spiritual ail- 
ments of the individual.”

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CCORDING to statistics of the 
A United States census bureau, sixteen 
states actually showed a decrease in 
Sunday school enrollment in 1926 from 
what it was in 1916. Under the caption, 
“Is the Sunday School Doomed?” Profes- 
sor Conrad Henry Moehlman issued statis- 
tics that the ratio of Sunday school 
scholars to church members declined be- 
tween 1916 and 1926 in nearly all major 
denominations except the Southern Baptist. 
Steadily, with only one slight inclina- 
tion to pause, in 1928, the Sunday school 
fell to a new low in 1930. There was a 
renewed effort in 1931, followed by a des- 
perate struggle to keep up during 1032 
and 1933, but to little avail. More sharply 
than ever, attendance dropped still lower 
in 1934. There was a slight rallying in 
1935, but at the close of the second decade 
of a retrograde movement, in January, 1936, 
the average American Sunday school re- 
ported an attendance of about 65 per cent 
of its average for 1926. 

A comparison of the church membership 
with the Sunday school enrollment would 
indicate that little attention has been paid 
in recent years to the all-important work 
of reaching the boys and girls of America. 
Denominations that in 1900 reported ap- 
proximately equal numbers in the church 
and Sunday school, today announce hun- 
dreds of thousands —in one denomination 
more than a million—less Sunday school 
pupils than church members. In the Con- 
gregational Church, which in 1914 reported 
only 5,309 less in the Sunday school than 


in the church, in twenty years the short- » 


age increased to 419,177. The present dif- 
ference between Sunday school enrollment 
and church membership in the Presbyterian 
Church, U. S. A., is 441,920; in the North- 
ern Baptist Church, 348,304; in the United 


Lutheran Churcli, 418,895; in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, 740,502; in the Southern 
Baptist, 1,321,959. 

Writing under the caption, “The Chal- 
lenge of 15,000,000 Unchurched Children,” 
a contributor to The American Lutheran 
calls attention to some seventy-five churches 
with a thousand or more members, in com- 
parison with twenty-three Sunday schools 
with an enrollment of five hundred or over. 
Speaking of the Church of Christ (Dis- 
ciples), The Lookout says: “Sunday 
school growth has been at a standstill or 
loss for four years.” In the state of IIl- 
inois, where there has been a large increase 
in population during the past decade, 
neither the Sunday schools of the North- 
ern Baptist nor the Congregational denomi- 
nations have taken advantage of it, as the 
enrollment of the former has fallen 21,134, 
and that of the latter 18,805 below the 
church membership. Despite the fact that 
there are 750,000 unreached children and 
adolescents in Chicago, the Presbyterian 
Church in that city reports that there are 
10,699 communicants who have no repre- 
sentatives in the Sunday school. 

If I were ealled to be the pastor of a 
church I would not be particularly con- 
cerned about the size of the membership or 
what salary they were able to pay. What 
would concern me most would be the 
amount of contributions to missionary ef- 
fort and the enrollment of the Sunday 
school. The former would reveal the in- 
terest and influence of that church in its 
world-wide mission, and the latter would 
determine its concern for its own future. 

A large church with a small Sunday 
school is often in a dying or dead condi- 
tion, but a small church with a large Sun- 
day school has the brightest prospects for 
a long life of usefulness. Big Sunday 
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schools make big churches, and if the pas- 
tor and members of the official board would 
be willing to give their attention to enlarg- 
ing the Sunday school, a bigger and better 
church membership would be assured. In 
fact, a church would not need to do more 
than double its Sunday school ultimately 
to double the size of its membership. 

If the church is unwilling to take up 
the task of Sunday school extension in 
the interest of its own advancement and 
enlargement, patriotic motives would sug- 
gest that it address itself to this worthy 
cause. The framers of the Constitution 
of the United States wished to guarantee 
religious liberty as well as political free- 
dom to the American people. As the price 
of their religious liberty they committed 
themselves to the support of a dual system 
of. schools: 


1. A system of public schools under state 
control, which would guarantee the intelli- 
gence of the people. 


2. A system of religious schools under 
church control, which would guarantee the 
moral character of the people. 


The Spread of Secular Education 


The state has liberally supported secu- 
lar education, and private citizens have 
given many millions of dollars to endow 
secular colleges and universities. The 
American public school system has greatly 
benefited by the attention and assistance 
received by these institutions of higher 
learning. Elementary education has _ be- 
come practically universal in this country. 
‘Whereas in 1885 there were 70,241 pupils 
in the high schools of the United States, 
today there are more than five million. 
While the Sunday school has been dwin- 
dling since 1900, the increase of enrollment 
in the high schools has been twelve times 
the advance in population. 

On the other hand, does the Protestant 
Church take its task seriously? It has 
failed to reach two-thirds of its constit- 
uency, and has not been very successful 
in teaching the remaining third. It# is 
almost inconceivable that thirty-six million 
children and adolescents are looking for- 
ward to citizenship without any prepara- 
tion in character! How long can the 
moral integrity of a nation be maintained 
when the Church is permitting seven out 
of ten of the future rulers of the land to 
assume office without any moral or religious 
training? Already America has obtained 
the notorious reputation of being the most 
criminal nation in the world, a logical re- 
sult which must follow when belief in a 
personal God fades from the life of the peo- 
ple. Some are inclined to lay the respon- 
sibility for the waywardness of youth upon 
irreligious parents, but the godless parents 
of today were the neglected children of yes- 
terday. Parents cannot be punished for 
children’s crimes, but the child that is in- 
structed today will be the God-fearing par- 
ent of tomorrow. 

The situation is by no means hopeless. 
If every church will face its responsibility 
for the children and youth of America, not 
cnly can this retrograde movement in the 
Sunday school be stopped, but measures 
may be adopted whereby its numbers may 
be doubled, and even tripled and quad- 
rupled. It is not by chance that one de- 
nomination recently added a million Sun- 
day school pupils. It is not. an accident 
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that a church maintaining thirty-four 
branch Sunday schools is one of the largest 
churches in the United States. The Com- 
mittee on Promotion of the Southern Pres- 
byterian Church recently sent out a letter 
to all its churches, which indicates that one 
denomination at least is giving serious 
thought to this matter. The substance of 
this appeal is most significant: 


“Recent studies reveal that evangel- 
istic results in churches, presbyteries, 
and synods are almost exactly in propor- 
tion to Sunday school enrollment. The 
present average Sunday school enrollment 
of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States is only ninety for every one hun- 
dred church members. We suggest that 
every church act upon the slogan: Every 
member of the community a member of 
the Sunday school.” 


It would be wrong to infer that the Sun- 
day schools are altogether indifferent to 
their dwindling attendance. It is safe to 
say that the great majority of schools put 
forth spasmodic efforts to increase their 
enrollment. Contests are held, and for sev- 
eral weeks one team competes with an- 
other to see which can bring in the largest 
number of pupils. Premiums and prizes 
are also offered. Most of these endeavors 
fail to build up a permanent enrollment, 
not only because they lack organized and 
systematic effort, but because they have 
neglected to make provision for the one 
thing that would have assured success. 


The Summer Slump 


Beginning with Rally Day in the fall, 
many a superintendent has put forth special 
effort not only to reclaim the pupils that 
have dropped out during the summer, but 
to enroll additional members. Success has 
crowned these efforts and the school has 
grown steadily during the fall and winter 
months. After Easter, however, there is 
a solstice, followed by a retrograde move- 
ment which reaches its lowest point dur- 
ing the summer period. By the first of 
September the attendance has fallen back 
to where it was the year previous, and 
all the advance work has to be done over. 
Why such discouraging results? Why has 
all this effort and enterprise been in vain? 
Why is the Sunday school unable to hold 
the pupils it has labored so hard to recruit? 

If we examine the rolls of the average 
Sunday school we shall discover that there 
is a conspicuous difference between the 
enrollment and the average attendance. It 
is lamentable that in so many schools the 
pupils come only half the time. Pupils who 
are in the habit of coming regularly do not 
make an abrupt break. The losses from our 
rolls are generally pupils who previously 
have been attending only occasionally, or 
have permitted their absence during a va- 
cation permanently to relinquish the hold 
of the Sunday school upon their time and 
interest. It is quite evident that we shall 
never hold our pupils permanently if we 
cannot successfully hold them temporarily. 
What measures, then, can be taken to stabil- 
ize the attendance of the Sunday school? 

Sunday school conservation as well as 
extension is’ a teaching problem. If the 
superintendent had approached his task 
from this point, -instead of experimenting 
with innumerable devices for building up 
his school, he would in all probability have 
met with success. Pupils drop out of the 
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Sunday school because of irregular or in- 
competent teachers. The irregularity of 
a teacher is one of the surest ways to 
weaken a pupil’s interest, while a prolonged 
absence during the vacation period is the 
signal for the scattering of the class. Few 
Sunday schools have given sufficient 
thought to this problem to provide an 
adequate and a competent staff of substi- 
tute teachers. Until the Sunday school has 
given serious attention to its teaching staff 
it must continue to be on the defensive 
and will never be able to take the aggres- 
sive in a campaign for enrolling. the vast 
army of the unreached. Marion Lawrance 
never uttered more truth in a nutshell than 
when he said: “Good teachers make good 
Sunday schools, and the superintendent that 
gives his first and foremost attention toe 
the selecting and training of a teaching 
staff, will scon find himself at the head 
of a successful school.” 


The Importance of Teacher Training 

In a former article in THe Sunpay 
ScHoo. TIMEs, attention was called to 
Bishop Vincent’s dream of institutional 
training for religious teachers, and how it 
was finally realized with the organization 
of the Evangelical Teacher Training Asso- 
ciation in 1931. But this movement will 
improve the quality rather than increase 
the quantity of Sunday school teachers, 
and therefore it is highly important that 
some additional agency be employed to meet 
the present emergency. 

Seventy-five years ago, at an Interna- 
tional Sunday School Convention in Lon- 
don, Bishop Vincent launched his plan for 
a Normal Department in every Sunday 
school. It was not destined to receive uni- 
versal acceptance at that time, when boys 
and girls were still receiving considerable 
religious instruction at home and in the 
public school. Now that the Sunday school 
is practically the solitary institution for the 
Bible instruction of children in America, it 
is time that Bishop Vincent’s project for 
a Normal Department in every Sunday 
school were revived. The Preliminary 
Training Course of the Evangelical 
Teacher Training Association has been 
provided particularly for this purpose. The 
manuals that have been prepared can be 
completed in two years in a training cldss 
meeting during the Sunday school hour. 
As the third year is spent in observation 
and practice teaching, in the department 
in which the student wishes to specialize, 
provision is adequately made for a reserve 
list of substitute teachers in every depart- 
ment. Thus the problem of Sunday school 
conservation, as well as enlargement and 
improvement, can be solved through the 
perennial training class. 

May the call of Rally Day to summon 
the pupils to the Sunday school be accom- 
panied by the organization of a teacher 
training class, that there may be sufficient 
teachers and superior teaching for all pres- 
ent and prospective pupils. The high call 
of the teaching ministry must be sounded 
in every Young People’s Department. Our 
youth must constantly be impressed with 
the fact that here is a call for Christian 
service as important as that of pastor, mis- 
sionary, or evangelist. America need not 
perish if a vision of the far-reaching pos- 
sibilities for church, country, and Christ 
is presented in every congregation.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin, D.D.

Approach to the Lesson 


HAT place does religion have in 
W reessa, in Germany, in Italy — the 

three nations that are shaking the 
world order today? What place does re- 
ligion have in America and Britain, or in 
China and India? What is “religion”? 
We have studied seven lessons about Israel, 
and all seven titles begin with “God.” It 
has been the story of God in a nation’s 
life. The word “religion” in this lesson 
refers to the outward ordinances of wor- 
ship instituted for God’s people. The old 
covenant with its ordinances has passed 
away. But the central message of this 
worship is still the same today; from it 
we learn the cnly way of approach to the 
holy God and the only means of fellowship 
with the loving God. 


The Historical Setting 


Israel was in Sinai from the first day 
of the third month (Exod. 19:1) till the 
twentieth day of the second month of the 
second year (Num. 10:11), ten days short 
of one year. Moses received the revela- 
tion concerning the tabernacle and the wor- 
ship during his first forty days in the moun- 
tain; this was his fourth ascent (Exod. 
19: 3-8; 19: 9-19; 19: 20-25; 24:14; ch. 34: 
28; Deut. 9:9). (For the setting in Ex- 
odus, see the outline on the second page of 
the issue of June 19.) 


Verse by Verse 
Exodus 25.—Bring me an offering. All 
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they had, they received very directly from 
God. Of his own they were to give him, 
and what a privilege! Giveth it willingly 
with his heart. This is the last word, as 
well as the first, on true spiritual giving 
to the Lord (2 Cor. 9: 5-15). 


Verse 8.—Let them make me a sanctuary. 
A holy place for worship. It was God’s, 
not theirs; but they were to make it! 
That I may dwell among them. Here 
again the highest and most spiritual reve- 
lation is given in connection with the very 
beginning of Israel’s worship (cf. 2 Cor. 
6:16). This central meaning of the tab- 
ernacle, the presence of God in their 
midst, dwelling with them and meeting 
with them, is repeated in this message to 
Moses six times (25: 22; 29: 42, 43, 45, 40). 


Verse 9.—According to all that I shew 
thee, after the pattern. In addition to the 
careful descriptions, Moses evidently was 
shown a model (v. 40; Heb. 8:5; Acts 
7:44). 

Chapter 29: 43.—And there I will meet 
‘with... Israel. At the place of sacrifice 
where the morning and evening offerings 
are made. Shall be sanctified by my glory. 
Set apart as the dwelling place of God by 
the manifestation of his presence in glory 
(40: 34). 

Verse 44—I will sanctify also both 


Aaron and his sons, to minister to me.; 


Most of Chapters 28 and 29 is taken up 
with the ceremonies by which the priests 
were to be “set apart” for the holy office; 
but none would have availed apart from 
God’s sanctifying them (cf. Heb. 5:4, 5). 


Verse 45.—I will dwell among .. . and 


will be their God. ‘This glorious promise 
includes every blessing, and is indeed the 
consummation of salvation. The old cove- 
nant said, in substance, “Obey me, and I 
will be your God” (Lev. 26:3, 12). But 
note that this is a promise of grace; even 
while Moses was receiving this revelation 
Israel was breaking the covenant; but God 
was their God, and did not cast them off. 


Chapter 40: 34.—Then a cloud covered 
the tent. When men had finished all their 
work upon it (v. 33). The cloud was 
doubtless the pillar of cloud by day and 
fire by night, which now was over the tab- 
ernacle, indicating the presence of God. 
They were under his shadow (Psa. 27: 
4,5). The glery of the Lord filled the tab- 
ernacle. The Shekinah glory, the very pres- 
ence of God, in light and fire. 


Verse 35.—Moses was not able to enter 
into the tent. The awful majesty of the 
holiness of God always has this effect. 
When the Lord Jesus was revealed in 
glory, none could stand before him (cf. 
Lev. 16:2; 1 Kings 8:10, 11; 2 Chron. 5: 
13, 143 7: 1-3). 

Verse 36—When the cloud was taken up 

. . Israel went onward. So the cloud 
meant supernatural guidance, as well as 
protection and a visible representation of 
the presence of God and of his glory (Num. 
9: 15-23; Neh. 9:19; Psa. 78:14; 105: 
39). 


Verse 38.—In the sight of all the house 
of Israel. So they never needed to ask 
in unbelief, “Is the Lord among us, or 
not?” Throughout all their journeys. What 
a glorious close to the Book of Exodus!

we have the Church, separate from the 
state. But this does not mean that God 
is to be separated from the life of the 
nation. This is the fatal mistake made by 
nations today in their political and educa- 
tional life. 


Practical and Personal Applications 

Offer up spiritual sacrifices. Those morn- 
ing and evening sacrifices of Israel teach 
us that we should worship God morning 
and evening each day; we should offer our 
bodies in surrender as a living sacrifice. 
Study the other “spiritual sacrifices” men- 
tioned in the New Testament (1 Pet. 2: 
4-10; -Heb.. 13: 153-2 ‘Sam: 7: 6; 15. 39; 
Eph. 2: 10-22; Gal. 6: 10; “Lev: 26: 12; 
Exod. 29: 45; Ezek. 37: 27; 1 Cor. 3: 9-16; 
2 Cor. 6: 16). 

Giving money is a spiritual sacrifice. 
How significant that giving is put first in 
the revelation of the tabernacle (Phil. 4: 
18). 


God is building a house today. He is 
calling for money gifts for his house. The 
primary need is for money to carry out 
Christ’s Great Commission. Yet the 
Church is putting this last. What place 
does foreign mission giving have in your 
life? 


Have we come as lost sinners to a holy 
God? Do not teach this lesson without 
making sure that we and our pupils really 
have come to the mercy seat. Thousands 
of church members have not. 


Have we united with the church? God’s 
plan of worship today cannot be carried 
out by the individual. And if we worship 
along with others, we should bear the re- 
sponsibility of being one of the group of 
believers. Christians do not have a choice 
as to whether they wish to join church or 
be a free-lance. 


Pray for revival. Only this will save 
America from the frightful consequences 
of the present flouting of God and all his 
standards of worship.

Even if 
they have no money, what they have goes 
into the collection — peanuts, palm kernels, 
sugar cane, eggs, pineapples, bananas, occa- 
sionally a chicken or a duck, and once in 
a while a goat is tied to a tree near by 
waiting to be taken after the service. One 
of the servants of a missionary had seen 
the missionary wear some green-striped 
pajamas and had secretly longed for them. 
In due time he fell heir to them and on 
Sunday wore them to church. After serv- 
ice he carefully wrapped them in a banana 
leaf and stored them away. Every day he 
unwrapped them and sat in the sun admir- 
ing them. The next Sunday the pants were 
put in the collection plate. When ques- 
tioned about this, he said, “I loved them so 
much that I knew it would be a sin for 
me to keep them, so I gave them to the 
church.”—From Moody Monthly.

Be Thankful.—Let them make me a 
sanctuary; that I may dwell among them 
(Exod. 25:8). The only country in thé 
whole world whose government has no 
place for religion is Russia. Even the 
American Indians had their Great Spirit, 
and submerged peoples have had an eye 
on a future of some sort, after this life. 

Dr. Will Durant, “the philosopher,” who 
traveled in Russia and had been favorable 
to some of the Communistic ideas, said in 
an article in a magazine of wide circula- 
tion, that he thought he had seen the bot- 
tom of most depths of poverty in India 
and China, but their poverty was opulence 
when compared with the poverty he saw 
as he traveled all over Russia. And he 
described what he saw. 

My niece has just returned from a trip 
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to Russia. She was struck by the destruc- 
tion of magnificent churches. The Chris- 
tian world stands waiting to see how a 
nation that repudiates God is going to come 
out (2 Chron. 36:16; Job 15:25; Psa. 97: 
7-9). 

In Russia death stalks among the high 
governing officials. In 1934 an assassin’s 
bullet got one of the most important. The 
specter of Fear in the hearts of the mur- 
dered man’s associates has caused the exe- 
cution of hundreds of innocent Russians 
who had nothing to do with the assassina- 
tion. 

There is one promise in the Word of 
God the atheistic rulers of Russia have to 
believe. Here it is, and it goes for all of 
us, too: “Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap” (Gal. 6:7). 

Government by terror obtains where there 
is no God, whether in “civilized” Russia 
or darkest heathen Africa. As you ride 
along the steel and cement highways in 
train or motor car, note the little steeples, 
domes, and towers reaching up above the 
trees and house tops of the towns and vil- 
lages. On the horizon you will see the 
black spires indenting the sky line. Then 
drop your eyes for a little prayer of thanks- 
giving to God for putting you in a land 
where God has thousands of sanctuaries, 
“that I may dwell among them.”

brick, or stone with a “circus” atmosphere 
and performance — if you get what I mean! 

If you have never been in a church servy- 
ice where it seemed that the very glory 
of the Lord filled the place so that you felt 
like lifting up your voice in song and praise, 
you have never had a real spiritual experi- 
ence in your church life (Eph. 5: 18, 19). 

I am one of those nervous kind of people 
who like my church service short, sharp, 
and decisive, and to the point, not over an 
hour and a half at the most. Morning, 11 
to 12.15. Evening, 7.30 to 8.30. 

Yet, I have been in church services where 
the glory of the Lord was so manifest that 
I did not care how long the service lasted. 
The rest of us felt the same way, and we 
stayed long after “lettin’ out time.” 

Under the influence of the occasion, like 
the men on the Emmaus Road, the pres- 
ence of the Lord in the Holy Spirit set 
our hearts burning (Luke 24:32). We felt 
ourselves in another world than the one of 
our daily lives. 

You can call this exalted state of mind 
and soul whatever you like. I have no 
name for it. Perhaps there is no name 
for it. But since the Holy Spirit calis our 
bodies the tabernacles of the soul, I am 
satisfied to call the experience simply, “The 
glory of the Lord,” and let it go at that (1 
Cor, 35:36; 6: Ig). 

Years ago there was in Coatesville a 
carpenter who was noted locally for two 
things: his skill in his trade and the cuss 
word vocabulary that went with his temper. 
He could and would fight at the drop of 
a word. He was what they used to call 
“One tough hombre.” One night a crony 
got him into a religious meeting where 
“the glory of the Lord filled the tabernacle.” 
This rough-and-tumble fighting, hard- 
swearing carpenter “got religion,” in the 
old-fashioned protracted meeting _ style. 
Those present said he “carried on scandal- 
ous,” “jumped over six benches.” He be- 
came a new creation and was a local 
preacher in the church he joined. His life 
became a blessing to the community and he 
used to help me in my special meetings at 
Rock Run. 5 

He sleeps with the rest of the departed 
Coatesvillians up yonder on Fairview Hill, 
and he is with the Saviour he served so 
splendidly when “the glory of the Lord” 
filled his tabernacle. 


The Lasting Thing.—The cloud of the 
Lord was upon the tabernacle by day, and 
fire was on it by night .. . throughout all 
their journeys (v. 38). In Europe the tenth 
century was a time of suffering and terror. 
The end of the world was looked for in 
the year 1000. Nothing happened. Then 
the year 1033, the thousand years from 
Christ’s death. Nothing happened. Then 
a wonderful reaction of church life set in. 
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A monk, Raoul Glaber, in a “History of 
his own time,” writing in 1047, tells how 
everywhere men began to rear churches. 
He writes, “It was as though the world 
had arisen and tossed aside the worn out 
garments of ancient time and wished to 
apparel itself in a white robe of churches.” 

These lovely cathedrals have proved sub- 
jects for some of the world’s finest paint- 
ings and etchings. I am very fond of them, 
and the walls of “El Nidito” have hanging 
upon them some of the most beautiful first 
proofs from the hands of Haig, Fitton, Ho- 
warth, and the great water colorists. 

The etcher says to you, in effect, “Have 
you ever noticed how the o!d monk archi- 
tect has arranged to bring the light into 
his cathedral so as to suggest Jesus as the 
Light coming down from Heaven?” You 
never had. 

So the etcher takes his metal plate, 
spreads his wax, and where he wants it 
white he scratches away the wax and puts 
on the acid to eat away the metal. After 
hours of patient and skillful work, you have 
a lovely print of Burgos, Toledo, Chartres, 
St. Etienne, Rouen, or some other great 
church. 

Look at those water colors of St. 
Stephens at Vienna and. St. Marks at 
Venice. Can anything from the hands of 
men be more beautiful and lovely? Works

of art for picture lovers like me and tour- 
ists like you to visit if you go to Europe. 
But listen: 

There is no cloud by day or fire by 
night; no great gathering of the Lord’s 
people on the Lord’s day to worship him.

These cathedrals cost millions, and I love 
them, but I know of no great spiritual 
awakening amid all the beauty of sculpture 
and painting.

Objective: God’s best for my nation. 











SAY, fellows, let each one of you ask 
himself this question: “Am I a true 
patriot?” And I am ready to hazard the 
answer right here that the average boy 
of this country does have a very definite 
sense of patriotism; that is, a kind of pride 
in, or respect, or even love for, his own 
land. Many times recently in the gram- 
mar schools and high schools of these 
United States I have been impressed by 
the way a student body will stand erect 
and with right hand’at salute pledge alle- 
giance to the “stars and stripes.” That 
is their way of making a gesture, at least, 
of loyalty to their country. And I am will- 
ing to give them credit for a good measure 
of sincerity in it. Nor do you want to 
let a Boy Scout catch you raising the 
flag upside down, or attaching it by the 
wrong end, or in any wise abusing it. He 
will resent it as he would a personal insult, 
and he will lose no time getting the mat- 
ter righted. 

That is a good symptom. If a fellow 
has not a big yellow streak in his make 
up, he will have a special regard for his 
own country. “Breathes there a man with 
soul so dead, who never to himself hath 
said, ‘This is my own, my native land?’” 

Moreover, a true patriot will take an 
interest in, and do what he can to combat 
and to ward off the ills that threaten his 
country, whether it be famine or pestilence 
or industrial strife or war or any other 
evil. By the same token he would delight 
in seeing his country prosper and have 
every possible national blessing. 

And this brings us to the real point of 
today’s lesson. It is a point strangely 
overlooked by many patriots. It is a point 
that no fellow will understand unless he 
recognizes God as his heavenly Father and 
Jesus Christ as his Lord and Saviour; un- 
less he is sincerely a Christian. If he is 
that, then he will appreciate the fact that 
“blessed is the nation whose God is the 
Lord.” He will appreciate the fact that if 
he fails to use his influence to establish his 
nation as a God-fearing Christian nation, 
then, so far as he can personally do so, he 
is denying to his country its greatest pos- 
sible good. He may enlist for service in 
miltary, or naval activity, or any crusade 
for national defense or prowess; but if he 
fails his country in its great spiritual 
need —its need of God—he is a poor pa- 
triot. It is not too much to say that he is 
an actual enemy to his country’s good, for 
he is an ally of the Devil, deceiving himself 
by promoting his country materially in the 
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things that perish, while he is blind to its 
greatest need. 

When the Lord brought the Israelites 
out of the bondage of Egypt, calling them 
his peculiar people, and proceeded to make 
a nation out of them, his first step was to 
give them his holy law and to provide for 
them a place of worship. He gave them in- 
timate and explicit instructions for building 
the tabernacle; he set up the order of serv- 
ice, and in every way showed the people 
that their national health and prosperity 
would depend upon their faithfulness to his 
ordinances, As long as they heeded, God 
led them with a mighty hand; he routed 
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their enemies; he led them plainly by day 
by. the pillar of cloud and by night by a 
pillar of fire. When they neglected God’s 
ordinances disaster came; defeat, discour- 
agement, and death. 

This country was founded by the Puri- 
tans, a people who came here in order that 
they might worship and serve God in spirit 
and in truth. In a very distinct way, this 
country was called of God also to be a 
peculiar nation unto him. It is known as 
a “Christian nation,” but sadly has it de- 
parted from the charter it began with. 
Rapidly the Sabbath day is sinking out of 
sight, except as a holiday for every kind of 
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thing except worship. God and his holy 
Word are less and less recognized in its 
national affairs, and the great mass of its 
population seems to have forgotten — if 
they ever knew — God the heavenly Father, 


who makes possible the very air that we 


breathe. 

Fellows, if you want to be a real patriot, 
resolve now that you, your talents, your 
influence, your life, will be thrown unre- 
servedly into the task of doing all you can 
to make this country a Christian nation.

8. They had outward, earthly shadows of 
the true spiritual realities, such as the animal 
sacrifices instead of the sacrifice of Christ 
himself. We offer spiritual sacrifices instead 
of earthly sacrifices. Yet the living God had 
fellowship with Israel, and the godly wor- 
shiper came by faith and truly worshiped God 
in spirit, as we do. 

9. Not if we think of Christianity as “one 
of the religions.” It is God’s revelation of 
the way of life. The proper meaning of that 
word in the New Testament is “outward ordi- 
nances of worship,” which are a real part but 
not the whole of Christianity. 

10. No. We have the two outward ordi- 
nances, baptism and the Lord’s Supper. Also 
we have church services of worship, including 
singing praises, reading the Word, giving gifts 
to the Lord; Christian service of every sort.

fbn God gave the law to Israel, he 
told them just exactly how to build 
the tabernacle, which was to be the place 
where he would meet Moses and the place 
where the people could worship God. 

The sides and back of the building were 
to be boards covered with gold, set in 
sockets of silver, held together with bars 
of acacia wood. 

The sides were covered with curtains of 
fine twined linen of blue, purple, and scar- 
let, and. embroidered with cherubims. For 
the roof there was a curtain of goat’s hair; 
above that, one of rams’ skins dyed red; 
and over all, one of badgers’ skins (Exod. 
26: I-14). 

Around the tabernacle there was to be 
a court, with a fence around it covered 
with fine twisted linen, hung on hooks of 
silver, between posts of wood covered with 
brass, set in sockets of brass. 

Just in front of the gate of the court was 
the great brazen altar where the lambs 
and cattle were sacrificed. In front of the 
door to the tabernacle was the laver of 
brass where the priests cleansed their hands 
and their feet. 

Inside, the tabernacle was divided into 
two rooms, the Holy Place, and the Holy 
of Holies, divided by a very thick curtain. 

In the first room, just in front of the 
curtain, was the golden altar of incense. 
On the one side was the golden candle- 
stick to give the only light in the room, 
and on the other side was the table over- 
laid with gold on which were the twelve 
loaves of shewbread. 

Back of the curtain was just one piece of 
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furniture, the ark, covered with gold in- 
side and out, with a solid gold cover, with 
two cherubims of gold facing each other. 
The space between these cherubims was 
called the mercy seat, and here Moses 
sprinkled the blood once a year on the day 
of atonement. 

This tabernacle and everything in it 
showed something about Christ, and when 
you get a little bit older, you will learn 
about all these things, but today I want 
you to learn about the tabernacle and all 
the things in it, and remember that it was 
the first house of worship God ever built in 
the world, and it was the center of that 
great camp of Israel. All the tents were 
gathered around it, and all the life of the 
people centered there.

Ly- 
ing is classed with such vile sins as im- 
morality, hatred, envy, murder, and we 
are plainly told that no liars have a part 
in the Kingdom of God.

tally. Seldom is anything so helplessly 
bad that we cannot find something good 
to say about it, and we can at least ap- 
prove of what we can honestly, without 
wounding the feelings of others.

Canada Warbler 
By Samuel Scoville, Jr. 


LL May had gone by without a bird’s 

nest. In the Barrens I did not find 
my usual prairie warbler’s nest, all lined 
with fern wool, nor in the tussocks of the 
marshes any nest of the Maryland yellow- 
throat, lined with grass, with here and 
there a dry leaf woven in, the hall mark 
of that nest-builder. 

In June I journeyed to “Treetop,” the 
little house which my wife and I have 
built on a ledge in the woods in the north- 
western corner of Connecticut, where I 
used to camp as a boy. The year before 
I had found the nest of the black-throated 
blue warbler, the veery, and the hermit 
thrush, but although I hunted all through 
June, I found nothing. 

It is an ominous sign when one no longer 
finds nests, and I began to think sadly 
of a birdless old age. Then on the twenty- 
eighth of June, 1934, I went down to clean 
out the spring, which bubbles in the heart 
of the wood and is surrounded by maiden- 
hair and sanicle. I went down a succes- 
sion of terraces in the deep woods and 
through a grove of canoe-birches, that 
gleamed through the green like pillars of 
ivory. In the distance Cream Lake 
gleamed like an aquamarine set in jade. 

My way led across a wide, green circle, 
half overgrown with bushes, where a hun- 
dred years ago a charcoal pit had stood. 
At the far side, by a fallen chestnut, was 
a clump of Christmas fern with stiff, 
straight stems like green, double-edged 
saws. 

The year before I had found a black- 
throated blue warbler nesting in such a 
clump and remembering that event, I parted 
the leaves of the great fern. Even as I did 
so, a bird slipped out, swift and silent 
as a mouse, and there before my eyes was 
a nest sunk deep into the base of the fern, 
made of leaves and lined with hair-like 
roots. In it were four exquisite little eggs, 
cream-colored and speckled with chestnut- 
brown, with heavy, blotched lavender 
wreaths around the larger ends. Above 
the nest the stiff fern-stalks came together 
so that it was perfectly hidden from view. 

At first I thought that I had found the 
rare nest of the Nashville warbler, that 
warbler who has an ash-gray head, brown 
back and yellow, unspotted breast, and a 
song which starts like a black-and-white 
warbler and ends like a chipping sparrow. 

The female bird began to fly around chip- 
ping sharply and finally I got a look at her 
gray back, ringed eyes, clear yellow throat, 
with the tell-tale necklace of black stripes 
below, which is the sign and seal of the 
Canada warbler. 

It was a great discovery for me, for I 
had never suspected that the Canada, war- 
bler was a resident as far south as Connec- 
ticut. It is a.northern bird and I have 
found it in the Poconos and in Canada but 
never before in Connecticut. 

The Canada has a short, very hurried 
song, and it can always be told by the 
“chick” with which it prefaces its singing, 
just as one can always spot the song of

the rose-breasted grosbeak by its prelim- 
inary cluck. 

As I came back from the spring over the 
round, green circle ef the old charcoal pit, 
a hermit thrush began to sing. His: song 
began with a long, pure note, followed by 
two and sometimes three chords in an as- 
cending scale. Then came a similar phrase 
slightly higher, succeeded by a few inde- 
scribably sweet minor notes. Twice he 
would sing these three phrases through and 
then he did something which I have never 
heard before in the song of a hermit — he 
repeated the minor an octave higher so that 
on a stringed instrument it could only be 
represented by the over-tone of the har- 
monics. These last, ethereal notes he sang 
so softly that I could hardly hear them.

Canada Warbler

Pe May had gone by without a bird’s 
nest. In the Barrens I did not find 
my usual prairie warbler’s nest, all lined 
with fern wool, nor in the tussocks of the 
marshes any nest of the Maryland yellow- 
throat, lined with grass, with here and 
there a dry leaf woven in, the hall mark 
of that nest-builder. 

In June I journeyed to “Treetop,” the 
little house which my wife and I have 
built on a ledge in the woods in the north- 
western corner of Connecticut, where I 
used to camp as a boy. The year before 
I had found the nest of the black-throated 
blue warbler, the veery, and the hermit 
thrush, but although I hunted all through 
June, I found nothing. 

It is an ominous sign when one no longer 
finds nests, and I began to think sadly 
of a birdless old age. Then on the twenty- 
eighth of June, 1934, I went down to clean 
out the spring, which bubbles in the heart 
of the wood and is surrounded by maiden- 
hair and sanicle. I went down a succes- 
sion of terraces in the deep woods and 
through a grove of canoe-birches, that 
gleamed through the green like pillars of 
ivory. In the distance Cream Lake 
gleamed like an aquamarine set in jade. 

My way led across a wide, green circle, 
half overgrown with bushes, where a hun- 
dred years ago a charcoal pit had stood. 
At the far side, by a fallen chestnut, was 
a clump of Christmas fern with stiff, 
straight stems like green, double-edged 
saws. 

The year before I had found a black- 
throated blue warbler nesting in such a 
clump and remembering that event, I parted 
the leaves of the great fern. Even as I did 
so, a bird slipped out, swift and silent 
as a mouse, and there before my eyes was 
a nest sunk deep into the base of the fern, 
made of leaves and lined with hair-like 
roots. In it were four exquisite little eggs, 
cream-colored and speckled with chestnut- 
brown, with heavy, blotched lavender 
wreaths around the larger ends. Above 
the nest the stiff fern-stalks came together 
so that it was perfectly hidden from view. 

At first I thought that I had found the 
rare nest of the Nashville warbler, that 
warbler who has an ash-gray head, brown 
back and yellow, unspotted breast, and a 
song which starts like a black-and-white 
warbler and ends like a chipping sparrow. 

The female bird began to fly around chip- 
ping sharply and finally I got a look at her 
gray back, ringed eyes, clear yellow throat, 
with the tell-tale necklace of black stripes 
below, which is the sign and seal of the 
Canada warbler. 

It was a great discovery for me, for I 
had never suspected that the Canada, war- 
bler was a resident as far south as Connec- 
ticut. It is a-northern bird and I have 
found it in the Poconos and in Canada but 
never before in Connecticut. 

The Canada has a short, very hurried 
song, and it can always be told by the 
“chick” with which it prefaces its singing, 
just as one can always spot the song of

the rose-breasted grosbeak by its prelim- 
inary cluck. 

As I came back from the spring over the 
round, green circle ef the old charcoal pit, 
a hermit thrush began to sing. His. song 
began with a long, pure note, followed by 
two and sometimes three chords in an as- 
cending scale. Then came a similar phrase 
slightly higher, succeeded by a few inde- 
scribably sweet minor notes. Twice he 
would sing these three phrases through and 
then he did something which I have never 
heard before in the song of a hermit — he 
repeated the minor an octave higher so that 
on a stringed instrument it could only be 
represented by the over-tone of the har- 
monics. These last, ethereal notes he sang 
so softly that I could hardly hear them.
